Drive the Criminals Away. 


The frequency with which indecent attacks on women have been 


made of late is a forcible reminder that there are some exceedingly 
^dangerous criminals in the community. The heavy influx of popu- 
lation has brought with it a quota of ruffians of every degree, as the 
numerous recent outrages testify, emphasizing the need for extra 
police vigilance. While footpads and burglars are especially dreaded 
because of their readiness to commit murder, the villains who assault 
defenseless women are infinitely more dangerous. They are of the 
gorilla type, and will slay even quicker than a robber. They are 
Under the control of beastly impulses, and are to be classed with 
mad dogs. They are to be dreaded even more than a dog with the 
rabies. 


The police should keep a sharp lookout for this class of brutes. 


When one is caugh't he should be given the limit of the law, and 
given as short a shrift as possible 


But as it is often difficult to fasten crimes against women on 


the perpetrators by judicial process, the police should drive every 
man whom they have good reason to suspect of this species of crim- 
inality from the city. This is a matter in which sentiment has lit- 
tle place, and fine distinctions none at all. The law has been some- 
what too lenient hereabout, particularly with those who have out- 
raged chastity, hence there is need for measures at once stern and 
direct. We want no lynchmgs here, but women must be protected 
at all hazards, and the police should not observe a formality so nice 
as to make official protection a farce 


To be plain, the city is infested by a a lot of dirty loafers with 


no visible means of support , who pursue np legitimate occupa- 
tion, but hang around low deadfalls and are much in evidence on 
the streets at night. These gentry should be admonished to emi- 
grate by arguments so convincing as to admit of no debate. Their 
piesence here is a menace to good order. It undoubtedly accounts 
for many of the crimes daily committed 
This undesirable element 


is a tax on the community in many ways, and is in consequence a 
burden to be got rid of. They should be rounded up and told to 
move on.

An exchange deprecates the popular antipathy to the motor 


car. There is no popular antipathy to the motor car. However, there 
is a deep-seated and growing antipathy to the manners and conduct 
of a certain class of motorists who display a contemptuous disre- 
gard for the rights and feelings of others, and also for the decencies 
of life. Flagrant examples are hourly furnished in this city of wan- 
ton brutality by autoists 
An indignant feeling is the natural con- 


sequence, but it is not directed at the motor car. which is conceded 
to be an invention of great utility. The man who goes honking at 
speed through a miscellaneous crowd gathered at a street car 
junction, causing \\omen and children to dodge hastily out of the 
way, is a cad and a blackguard. He is the one who is popularly 
execrated, not the innocent machine he makes an object of terror. 
If the technical journals \vould cease to assume that the condemna- 
tion directed at the acts of a certain class of reckless, hoodlumish 
autoists is due to a prejudice against motor cars, they would serve 
their own cause and the public a deal better than they do by paiv 
daring to the speed maniacs. 


The State tax roll foots up only $29,000,000 less than it aggre- 


gated last year, notwithstanding the reduction of $149,000,000 in the 
roll of San Francisco—a striking proof of the abounding prosperity 
of the State. Sonoma's roll is only $6000 less than last year's, while 
Santa Clara and San Mateo, which suffered severely from earth- 
quake damage, show an increase in taxable values. Shortly after 
the calamity of San Francisco it was estimated that the State tax 
rate would be above fiftj cents—some estimates went as high as 
fifty-five cents. The announced rate is 47 8—an agreeable disap- 
pointment. Aside from the recent misfortune that befell the metrop- 
olis, California is prosperous beyond all precedent. Never was there 
such universal business activity, or such a demand for labor and con- 
struction materials. The wage scale was never so high, nor employ- 
ployment so easy to obtain. Ever} branch of industry is on a pros- 
perous basis in this State, hence the increase in property values 
elsewhere has more than offset the losses in San Francisco. Not- 
withstanding the slight decrease in the tax roll California is consid- 
erably richer than she was one year ago. 


THE GENIUS OF THE FRENCH. 


Frenchmen have a graceful habit of initiative in matters inter- 


national. It is finely illustrated in the address to the Russian peo- 
ple which a number of Senators, deputies, former cabinet ministers 
and members of the institute and academy have joined in signing. 
They extol the outlawed Duma, look cheerfully to a still stronger 
Franco-Russian alliance, express the hope that liberty is near in 
Russia and declare that ''representative government and individual 
liberty are the only certain means on \vluch a nation can found 
progress and prosperity." 


There speaks, without offense and yet with heartening voice, 


the France that has constituted itself the unselfish champion of lib- 


1 erty in the old world, that in the great Revolution called on all en- 
slaved peoples to rise against their masters, that in the Revolution 
of 1848 set in motion the influences which have given Central 
Europe its constitutions; that in 1859 intervened in Italy to thrust 
Austria from the Quadrilateral; that gave the self-exiled Kruger 
his fine welcome: that presented the Statue of Liberty to America; 
that could not really bo serene until the wrong done Dreyfus had 
been redressed; that in the interparliamentary union is lending its 
eloquence and its passion for organization to the service of peace. 


Frenchmen have not always been successful in converting their 


enthusiasm for liberty into the realities of self-government and equal 
justice. Anglo-Saxon freedom has an idea that Gallic freedom the- 
orizes too much, and in the glow of abstractions sometimes loses 
its grip on the things that make up the facts of a republican system. 
Yet the cause of freedom in the world needs a voice, an ideal, a 
genius for proclamation. For these it will look to the French.— 
New York Evening Mail. 


Red Rebellion in Cuba. 


Cuba freed from the yoke of Spain, relieved of foreign debt, her 


cities cleaned and sewered, order restored throupghout the island, her 
finances placed.on a stable basis, and enjoying'prosperity beyond 
precedent cannot keep the peace. The history of all the Spanish 
American republics is repeating itself in the latest member of the 
family. An armed insurrection has raised a threatening head in the 
western part of the island, and President Pal ma has appealed to the 
United States, in accordance with the terms of our treaty with Cuba, 
for assistance in restoring order. A government that cannot stand 
on its feet and maintain its own authority is hardly wortH preserv- 
ing, one may think, but that is neither here nor there so far as we 
are concerned. The point is that the United States intervened In 
the affairs cfl Cuba to put an end to internecine strife, in the belief 
that liberation from Spain would bring peace and restored pros- 
perity to the blood stained island. We manumitted the island of its 
debts as well as its allegiance to Spain, and "set it up as an independ- 
ent nation under conditions more favorable than any people ever be- 
fore enjoyed. Then we entered into reciprocal trade relations with the 
Cubans that brought them^stounding prosperity. Still the old habit of 
taking up arms to redress every real or fancied grievance or to pro- 
mote the ambition of some political leader, so rooted in Spanish 
American countries, asserted itself notwithstanding, and the threat 
of civil war has hung over the island ever since the withdrawal of 
the American troops. It has at last arrived. 
The party out of 


power accuses the party in power of cheating in elections and of 
partisanship in making appointments (which is regarded as a mat- 
ter of course in'countries where real self government prevails), and 
has taken up arms to secure its alleged rights and the offices for 
its chiefs. Notwithstanding the efforts of the government to put 
clown the rising, the insurrection is spreading and gaining strength. 
Hence the appeal to Washington for help. This is not a very satis- 
factory reward for the blood we shed and the money we spent to 
set the Cubans free and establish for them -a government of their 
own. Neither does it tend to remove the conviction rooted in many 
minds that the Spanish race is unfitted for self government at its 
present stage of development. If the Cubans are going to keep up 
the insurrection habit, a good many people will regret that we ever 
interfered in their behalf, particularly as our experience with the 
Philippines, which we acquired as a consequence of the Spanish 
War, is similar to that of the Spartan youth who placed a stolen f6x 
in his bosom only to have it bite him to death. 


Some of the political writers of the San Francisco press appear 


to be sucking at the exhaust end of a hot air pipe. They call their 
stuff "dope." It is that and nothing else. 


Tom Fox of Sacramento has made himself notorious by calling 


the rural press "cow journals." The bellowing provoked by this 
stigmatization indicates a determination on the part of some of the 
editorial fraternity to prove that he was right. Why should any 
self-respecting newspaper man care what Tom Fox says about jour- 
i als of journalism.^Ifr is only provocative of mirth for a score or 
two of angry ruraRfditors to be cursing and gesticulating at this 
obscure Sacramento ward boss for expressing the green goods man's 
idea of everything in the country.

SACRAMENTO, Aug 24—The vot- 


ing machines which this county pur- 
chased at a total cost of $35,950 will 
be absolutely useless at the coming 
state election, ana electors will have to 
•v ote by' the old Australian ballot sys- 
tem 


This state of affairs is due to the 
fact that there are nine political par- 
ties in the field this year, and the ma- 
chines carry places for only seven 
It 
is believed this condition will apply to 
every county in the state where ma- 
chines are used 
The enforced return to the old ballot 


system will cost this county $14,000 
more than it would if the machines 
could be used 


IS DIFFERENT HERE. 


"There will be no such condition of 
affairs as that In Alameda 
county,' 
said Attorney George W Heed today 
' In flve of the biff precincts of this 
city we will not be able to use 
voting machines purchased 
by 
the 
the 
board of supervisors, owing to an un- 
usual number of candidates on 
the 
ticket. 
When the matter of bu>ing 
the machines was taken up we figured 
out that thirty-eight candidates Tsould 
be the largest number that could be 
or would be put on any ticket in this 
county, but this year there are tno 
Judges to be voted for to fill the un- 
expired term and thiee 
appellate 
Judges, besides the regular ticket The 
supervisors purchased forty ke> ma- 
chines, and there are forty-three can- 
didates In some precincts, so they will 
not be used in those precincts this 
jear. 


MADE IN UNITS.

machines bought, and they are made 
In units 
That is, on the ones In Ala- 


meda county there are forty keys, but 
any extra number can be added at but

legs.

Domino was unsound from 
birth; Hermis always had a leg under 
suspicion, and poor old First "Whip used 
to hobble to the post as if his legs were 
made of brittle glass, and he feared they 
would break—but these are all excep- 
tions to the general rule. After all it Is 
the horses' legs that must bear the 
strain and bring home the owners' 
money. In a red hot finish between a 
cripple and a sound horse it Is usually 
the latter that wins out.

The ideal conformation for the horse 
that can both sprint and stay must show 
strength, and at th« same time refine- 
ment. 
The great shoulder should be oblique, 
with great depth through the heart and 
girth. The back should be short, closely 
coupled with plenty of length beneath 
the barrel, which should rib out well into 
the flank. 


The hind legs should be much straight- 
er than in the sprinter and so made as 
to allow the animal to gather them well 
under him for a nowerful drive. 
Like a prizefighter, the thoroughbred 
should have long, smooth, flat muscles. 
The matted, bound-up muscles 
on 
a 
horse, ra on a man, show a lack of sup- 
plenes8*in their control. The thoro"e-h- 
bred's legs should be wide, flat, thin, 
with tendons, etc., showing like fluted 
steel. They should be in strict propor- 
tion to the body. 
Horses on stilt-like lees are always 
awkward, frequently weak and seldom 
amount to anything. Avoid the horse 
with too much daylight underneath him; 
Oakiawn IB such a horse, and one of the 
r.ow numerous 130,000 failures. 
The youngster that stands too straight 
on his pasterns is quite likely to bring 
the owner to grief. They do not stand 
the concussion of racing on the latter 
day hard tracks well, and quickly fall 
lame—witness the get of Hastings.
